Our great sin Is over-eating, and we 


take the consequences In ill-health. 
Nearly all agree to this, but few go any 
farther. 
What you need to know is 


how to overcome It. Very few have 
the courage of their convictions not to 
eat, or try to eat, all the Rood things 
on the bill of fare when stopping at a 
good hotel. The man at home has the 
same temptations, for he eats accord- 
ing to the manner and style in which 
the food is served, not according to the 
degree of hunger he has. 


How to avoid the evil consequences 


of pandering to appetite is a problem 
I have long tried to solve. 
Only one 


plan have I found to work successfully. 
That Is ,to eat as the world does, once 
a week, with all the style my aesthetic 
tastes demand. The rest of the time, 
to eat plain things in plain style, on 
a box. as it were. 
Then when I am 


not hungry, I cannot eat. When I 
am ren.liy hungry, I do not even need 
the aroma of cooked foods to stimulate 
me to elope. 
> 
So I advise you, eat on a box, if you 


care anything about your health. Of 
course you will object strenuously, the 
tone of your voice is a protest. But if 
you are really in earnest, you will at 
least try it. 


To illustrate my point further. Did 


you ever get caught out on a long walk 
or drive where it was impossible to 
get anything to eat or drink for a day? 
Those of you who have will smile at 
the picture that comes to your mind. 
It Is the food you want at such a time, 
not the china dishes, silver, glass or 
waiter. You will eat off a box. out of 
your hand in the buggy or boat, on the 
side of the road on a cold stone, or on 
a fence with your toes caught to hold 
you on. 
I remember two such occasions my- 


self. I had been out on a hunting trip. 
Towards evening I ran across some 
bridge builders who had just flnlshfrt 
their supper. 
They offered me apple 


pio and cheese—all they had left. 
At 


that time I did not like apple pie nor 
choose, but having had nothing to oat 
all day I felt my fastidiousness vanish. 
On any other occasion 
T would ha.ve 


said bluntly that I did not care for ap- 
ple pie, but hunger had the upper hand, 
and I was another person. 
The day 


before, I would not have bflen abl\e tn 
enjoy any meal unless the linen, plntes, 
knives and forks were according to my 
taste, but now when the men said 
"apple pie" the name of my favorite 
dish never sounded half so good to my 
ears. And taste, why It fairly screamed 
with delight. I never ate anything that 
tasted quite so good.

The committee will be composed o 


five members and will be named in i 
few days by President P. A. Bandall 
» will visit such cities as it may deem 
necessary and make a report of It 
findings at the September meeting o 
the club. The expense of the commit 
tee is to be borne by private contri 
butlons for the purpose and by th 
Commercial club in a sum not to ex 
ceed J500. The action was taken i 
order to ascertain whether or not 
will be desirable to move upon th 
next state legislature, in an effort t 
legalize the 
adoption, of the "De 


Moines plan" of city government to" 
Fort Wayne. 


Opinion Was Divided. 


Discussion of the commission pla 


of government occupied the entlr 
evening. T. F. Thleme led the program 
with a resume of two addresses which 
he had already delivered before the 
Textile club, taking a position strongly 
In favor of the commission plan, which 
Involves the elimination of politics 
from the city government and attempts 
the selection of city officials solely upon 
the basis of fitness, experience and 
qualifications for the work. Mr. Thleme 
went deeply into the subject and con- 
tended that the same considerations 
which Influenced the selection of of- 
ficials and operatives for a business or 
manufacturing corporation ought to 
ob.tain In the conduct of a municipal 
corporation. Failures under the pres- 
ent regime, he' said, were not so much 
the fault of the city officials as of the 
system under which they were chosen.

He de- 
clared his belief/ that the Fort Wayne 
charter made it possible to have many 
of the features which seemed so at- 
tractive in tJus-^anmlBirton plan, and 
that under Ra provisions people have 
the same opportunity of selecting cap- 
able men as .would be vouchsafed un- 
der the commission to*m. In the elec- 
tion of mayor for the last fifteen years, 
said Mr. Shambaugh, there had been 
less politics taken Into consideration 
than ever' before in the city's history. 
On the question of accomplishment, 
Mr. Shambaugh, contended that. In the 
matter of reduced electric light, gas 
and water rates, track elevation, etc., 
Fort Wayne had under its_ present 
charter done quite as much as had Des 
Moines with its commission plan.

The Crime of Child Slavery \ 


' ! A Sermon Preached. \n the First JPresbyterian ; ; 


Church, Fort Wayne, "May 15th, 1910.

TEXT: Whoso shall offend 'one of 
these little ones that believe In 'Me, 
It were better for him that a mill 
stone were 'hanged about' his neck 
and 'that he were drowned In the 
depth of the sea.

There is a certain phrase which for 


a long time now has been very njuch 
in vogue. It Is the phrase "the simple 
gospel/' There are not a few who pro- 
fess to believe that the ev}l days up- 
on which the church has fallen are the 
direct result of the failure of the min- 
isters of Jesus to'preach that kind of 
a gospel. Repeatedly, we are told that 
the pulpits of our land are filled by 
essayists and lecturers upon moral 
themes. 
It Is no wonder, say some, 


that the pulpit of today does not wield 
the power it did formerly, and the- all- 
sufficient explanation of the fact is to 
be found in the neglect to proclaim " 
cardinal truth of Christianity. 
Now 


-this is the criticism of some unde- 


niably good men, and it does indeed be- 
hoove the average minister to examine 
himself 
carefully 
and 
determine 


whether he is faithful In proclaiming 
the all-important 
truth that Christ 


died' for our sins. If, he be not thus 
faithful, then'woe Is he, for he Is but 
a blind leader of the blind. 


Singularly enough, however, this call 


for the minister to confine himself to^ 
the "simple gospel" comes also from 
a totally different and wholly unex- 
pected quarter. It is the demand of the 
saloon keeper, the white slave trader, 
the gambler and the comkit politician, 
All of these are Immensely concerned 


.- lest the preacher step beyond what they 
"consider his appropriate sphere. They 
are quite willing that he should preach 
until doomsday, but upon economic, 
and social, and political subjects they 
Insist that he shall be silent. A word 
from him touching the evils for which 
they are responsible Is regarded by 
these men as an unwarrantable In- 
trusion of their. Immemorial right—the 
right to prey. It is comparatively easy 
to understand such an attitude. There 
was once a governor of one of the 
southern colonies who wrote back to 
England expressing ' his satisfactlor 
that there were fewv if any school 
teachers within his Jurisdiction, and 
with regard to a certain clergyman de- 
claring his determination that hence- 
forth he should confine himself chiefly 
to praying and not to preaching. The 
latter activity Hie, governor thought 
.llad a tendency to create dissatlsfac- 
'ttyn'nnd 
colonists.

Jesus has commended to the care and 
protection Of all His followers.

It involves no pessimism, no depre- an environment 


If you think first of all of the ter- 


rible waste of child life you may remem- 
ber that every year the United States 
sacrifices something like 95,000 chil- 
dren under five years of age. Their 
death Is the direct result of poverty, 
ignorance and greed. If you were to 
increase the present population of Fort 
Wayne by say 50 per cent and then put 
to death every man, woman and child 
within the limits of the city you would 
not exceed the regular annual slaugh- 
ter of the innocents. Numerically at 
least that makes Herod's crime seem 
comparatively tame. 


It you will accept as authority the 


investigator who probably knows as 
much about the matter as any other 
living man, there are, at least 2,000,000 
children in our public schools who are 
chronically underfed. They pmmence 
the day with no breakfast at all, or 
with bread and tea or coffee, or else 
with food so inadequate in quality or 
quantity that they are really physical- 
ly unable to do the work required of 
them. 
' 
• 
! 


It Is in the industrial realm, however, 


that the whole extent ot the nation's 
crime against its little-ones becomes 
apparent. Always and everywhere the 
weak and the Innocent have been the* 
>rey of the strong and the unscruvu- 
ous. The great task of civilization Is 
o protect the former against the lat- 
er. How are we today fulfilling that 
duty? 
Consider that there are children not 


more than four years of age employed 
n the canning factories of New York 
state; that In "Maryland, my Mary- 
and" there is absolutely no restriction 
as to the age at which a child may be 
employed and no law as to the number 
of hours it may b« compelled to labor. 
In the coal breakers of Pennsylvania 
there are at least 2,400 boys under 
twelve years of age and 6,400 under flf- 
een. Miss Jane Addams found a little 
tot not pore than flve years old at 
work In ft southern cotton mill by 
night, and 40,000 Is" «• conservative es- 
timate of the number of children em- 
ployed in the mills of the south today. 
In Alabama the northern owners of the 
mills secured the repeal of the law for- 
bidding thev employment of children 
under fourteen years of age. The con- 
dition's which prevail in the glass fac- 
tories of our own state of Indiana are 
not such'as to nil us with a flush of 
pride or enable us to cast-many stones 
at our fellow citizens In other states. 


Probably Z.250,000 is a fair estimate 


of the number of children under fif- 
teen engaged in gainful occupations In 
the United States. Suppose you w:re 
to cut the figure In two. as there is no 
earthty reason for doing, and the sum 
total Is still perfectly appalling. 


I consider first of all the crltl-jal 


character of childhood. It does net re- 
quire any vast amount ot penetration 
to discern that the earlier years of life 
are supremely Important years. As 
the twig is bent the tree Inclines. Phy- 
sicians have been telling us about the 
democracy of birth. They assure us 
that the proportion of physically per- 
fect children born to the poor Is Just 
as great as among those born to the 
rich. The difference between the off- 
spring^ of Jhe two classes develops 
later and chiefly because of socially

If you tako any ordinary plant, 
no matter how vigorous and hardy It 
may be, and place It In a cellar where 
It Is deprived of pure air and sun- 
light, it will grow sallow, and droop 
and wltlMT and did. That Is precisely 
what happens to/the sensitive plant 
called a human body-when It is set i.i 
m environment unfriendly or hostile

strikers «x»ld, meet the physical re- 
quirements. Nearly all the candidates 


undersized, weak chested, round

The cause assigned for this ''was go- 
ing to work at an early age; lack of 
proper nourishment and labor In un- 
sanitary surroundings. 
Nothing is 


more certain than that the child who 
Is forced to work In those first years 
which nature has designed for the 
development and culture of the body, 
suffers a loss which can never after- 
wards be made good. 
A 
Just as disastrous are the effects of 


child labor upon the .mind. Long ago 
one of the world's clearest thinkers 
pointed out the advantage, not to say 
the necessity, of a sound mind in a 
sound body. The average child whoss 
physical development is arrested ' suf- 
fers a corresponding decrease in his 
mental power. 
The ordinary child 


worker begins Its life task as an il- 
literate and continues such to the end. 
How could it be otherwise? In the 
first place the tasks at which he or 
she labors are not favorable to intel- 
lectual growth. They ask chiefly for 
a few simple motions of which any 
child is capable. 
Nothing is more 


stuplfylng to the mental faculties than 
the tending of bobbins, or the picking 
of slate from a mass of coal, or the 
carrying of glass 
bottles from the 


moulding frames to the oven, througji 
eight, ten and twelve hours a dmy. It 
Is a kind of labor which never fits" 
them for anything better. There is no 
Joy in.lt, no satisfaction, no edutation, 
no inspiration. -Most of our" public 
school teachers have long since real- 
ized that much of their best effort 
must count for nothing if they have 
not the proper material with which to 
work. That the proper material is not 
furnished by underfed children goes 
without saying. Equally'plain It must 
be that the child of nine, or ten, or 
eleven, or twelve who is drafted into 
the service of mine, or mill, or fac- 
tory does not and cannot have any- 
thing like a sufficient or satisfactory 
education. 
For these, little workers 


they sometimes enact the farce of \vhut 
Is called "a night school." Those ot 
you who know ^anything about such 
matters will 
easily 
determine how 


much knowledge a child will there ab- 
sorb after Its. long, long day of toll. 
It has already worked far beyond the 
limit of its physical endurance and 
the night Jnds re weary and worn. It 
>3 not the easiest task In the world to 
teach, even under the most favoraMe 
conditions, and it Is perfectly impos- 
sible to do much for those who have 
labored as the children are compelled 
to labor. To expect them to gain an 
education, or even the rudiments of 
one, under such conditions Is to ex- 
pect something which there Is neither 
reason nor experience to Justify. 


This brings us face to face with the 


fact that those who most need the ben- 
efit ot a wise and careful education 
nre the very ones who are deprived ot 
It. A well trained mind may go a long 
way toward overcoming the handicap 
of an unsounij body, but It Is the pro- 
cess 
of 
shattering 
the 
physical 


strength that prevents and prohibits 
the mental development The mo'st 
careful and searching Investigation, re- 
veals an appalling amount of Illiteracy 
among our native born children 


What the labor of the undeveloped 


child docs to the body and Intellectual 
faculties It does' with almost equal 
certainty to tho moral and spiritual 
nature. 
It dwarfs, and stunts, and 


slays. 
Delinquency, depravity, crim- 


inality are the* logical outgrowths of 
an unsound mind In an unsound body. 
We have come to 
understand that 


Juvenile delinquents are usually Juve- 
nile defectives—and today we know 
how much of all this must be traced 
to malnutrition and overwork. Some

increasing sensitiveness of conscience, 
that so many today are deeply con- 
cerned about these bitter evils.

Where it does not quite de- 
stroy, it weakens the authority of the 
home. It obliterates that 
reverence 


for age, for country, for God, which 
Is so essential to a noble, useful char- 
acter. It Is a matter of common re- 
mark that there is an-increasing num- 
ber of young men and boys in our land 
who are utterly lacking in that respect 
for larf which Is so necessary an in- 
gredient in good citizenship. In the 
recent strike of the street railway men 
in PhiMttelphia many photographs 
were taken of the mobs destroying the 
ears of the traction company, and no 
one who has seen those pictures can 
fall to be impressed by the extreme 
youth of those who composed therSc- 
tive crowd. Precisely so it was in a 
strike in the coal 
region. A small 


army of boys started out to' pillage, to 
burnt and to wreck the property of the 
company for whom they i had formerly 
worked. But why not? What expe- 
rience S»ad they had which would in- 
duce them" to be law-abiding citizens? 
They knew that the legislation relat- 
ing to their own employment had been 
openly and continually vlofated. Many 
of them knew they had been able to 
purchase a false certificate of age tor 
a nominal sum, and daily they saw the 
law violated' by those who were In 


position* of responsibility and power. 
What was there to encourage/ or '"' 
duce those boys to respect the law? 
They cared nothing for parental au- 
thority; 'they had no education worth 
speaking of; nor moral Instruction to 
help them distinguish between right 
and wrong.

No>^a little of the work which 
is now clone by children could be done 
much better by mnchlnery. But while 
human life is held so cheaply, of course 
it does not 
pay to install the iron 


workVs. 
A certain glass manufac- 


turer, speaking ot his own industry 
safe as much as that quite'frankly 
This is not true, of course, of the cot- 
ton mills of the south. Much of tba 
work must always be done by human 
hands. But It could be done by adults 
Just as well as by children. The only 
reason the latter are employed is be 
cause their labor is so cheap. 
Sup 


pose that the average wage of thi 
child workers in the south wer£. 50 
cents a day—which it is not, it Is even 
lower—is that a fair rate of pay for 
ten or twelve hours of work"? 
The 


question answers itself. But what Is 
the result? It lowers the 
average 


wage of alKthe workers in the same 
Industry. It Is a well recognized law 
in political economy that Imd money 
will drive out the good. There is a 
similar law in the industrial realm. 
The cheapest labor will drive out the 
highest priced labor. Thnt has hap- 
pened in the sweatshops of New York 
city. The Jews are being displaced by 
tlie Italians and the Greeks, who will 
work for a lower wage. 
The same 


thing hns happened In Pennsylvania. 
Tho Welsh nnd English miners came 
first and they were the most intelli- 
gent, most experienced, and best paid 
workmen of all. Then come the Ger- 
mans and the eomVetition between the 
races left the victory with them. Then 
came the Slavs, -Mie cheapest ami poor- 
est workmen of nil, and 
today the 


Slav has a. practical fnonopaly ot the 
field. The chlMron have done and are 
doing the some thing In the case of 
their own pnrcnts. 
In 
the

cott.-m mills it is said that It is rnrs 
to see men much over forty. 
Th^y 


have b'een displaced and while their 
wives and older children work in Iho 


sail- 


dren at home and bring <tho noonday 
meals. That Is a heavy price to pay 
for the cticapness of child labor—the 
destruction of the 
home. 
Not 
the 


worst feature of this economic situa- 
tion Is the fact that in no sense are 
the children themselves prepared for 
lives of usefulness or great advance- 
ment. 
Speedily they reach 'the limit 


of their earning capacity—and there 
they stay. If they change their occu- 
pation they are forced to compete with 
those who know nothing of American 
standards or the American way of liv- 
ing. Indeed, many 
an 
immigrant 


stands a much better chance of ma- 
terial success than multitudes of na- 
tive-.born Americans—some of these 
latter being the' descendants of the 
purest American stock of which our 
land can boast 


(b) Socially, of course, there neith- 


er is nor can be any sanction for this 
great abuse. It Is not mills that make 
a nation, but men; not laws, but lives. 
We dwell in a land which is one of 
the fairest God ever created; we have 
a magnificent heritage in the form of 
j 


noble example on the part of those 
who have been the nation's leaders; 
we have back of us a history of which 
any nation might "be proud; but how 
and Jf- the land be filled with those 
who, like Galtie care for none of these 
things! 
James Russell Lowell onco 


said that democracy was but an ex- 
perirrfent.and that the experiment was 
not yet completed. As a matter of 
fact, however, it is not democracy th-it 
is on trial, but the demos, the people. 
It does remain to be seen, whether >ve 
can produce a race of men capable ot 
living somewhere near 
the • fairest 


ideal of government ever conceived hy 
the human mind. What we need moro 
th'an anything else today is—men! 
Strong, noble, righteous, patriotic cit- 
izens. We need them in our factories. 
In our offices, in the professions ami 
above all In politics. There is not the 
shadow of a :chance that the exploita- 
tion of the immature strength of chllcl- 
hoorl will satisfy that need. It Is not

spent his youth in healthful outdoor 
exercise and if his food was some- 
times scant, at least 
it was never 


adulterated. If he had gone to work nt 
nine and worked for ten or twelve 
hours a day aa a bobbin boy in a mill, 
or a slate picker in a coal breaker, or 


a "snapper-up" in a glass factory, 


•it Is altogether possible that he too 
might have been numbered among the 
unknown millions. 
Child labor do«s 


not create patriots, but paupers. 
It 


is a culture bed for anarchy. Social-;, 
ly, as well as economically, it is In- 
defensible. 


(c) So it is of course religiously. 


The spirit which prompts it, the spirit 
of laissez faire which permits It, are 
at the furthest possible remove from 
the spirit ot Jesus Christ. He was 
ever the champion of the weak an.l 
the oppressed. He was tlie friend of 
the failure; the inspiration ot the 
man without, a hope. He offered the 


rotection of his love and power «.o 


all who were stricken, whether hy 
•weakness or by sin. He has bldd 
the whole world beware of placing 
stumbling blocks in the way ot hi: 
little ones. 
How more impressively 


could one describe what is being done 
day by day through what Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw calls our "modern in- 
dustrial brigandage?" When you hav. 
weakened the child's body and stupi- 
fled and darkened his mind, when yoi 
have robbed him of his moral sense 
and sensibility—what chance has 
to love and serve Gofl? How to sucl 
will you bring near thfi thought of Got 
as a Heavenly Father?
